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FOREWORD 


This report is the 35th in a series to present public-school statistical data for the 50 
states and the District of Columbia. The text presents national data for the past decade and 
defines the basic series of statistics. Data by state and region shown in the basic tables on 
pages 22-32 are revised estimates for 1975-76 and the preliminary estimates for 1976-77. 

These estimates are consistent in definition with the accounting procedures recom- 
mended by the U.S. Office of Education (USOE) unless otherwise noted. The 1975-76 and 
1976-77 statistical data are estimates and should not be used after the final reports of state 
and national data are published by the National Center for Education Statistics. 

This is a cooperative project involving NEA Research, state departments of education, 
and state education associations. Preliminary estimates of NEA Research are submitted to 
the cooperating agencies for verification or revision. State figures that are not verified are 
marked as NEA Research estimates and are included in the national totals. 

NEA Research is indebted to state education association leaders, and research and 
statistical personnel of the state education agencies for their cooperation in making this 
report possible. 

This report was prepared under the direction of Arthuryne J. Taylor with the assis- 
tance of the Statistics and Graphics Sections of NEA Research.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


Each state has a state department of education, headed by a chief state school officer, that exercises 
general control over public elementary and secondary schools. Many states, particularly those with large 
numbers of small school districts, have intermediate administrative units operating between the state and 
the local levels. These intermediate units render consultative, advisory, and statistical services, and perform 
regulatory and inspectional functions. Some operate specialized schools for vocational education, special 
education, and the like. The local school district is the basic administrative unit for the operation of 
elementary and secondary schools or for contracting for school services. The governing body of the district 
is the school board. The chief administrative officer is the superintendent of schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 

Local school districts in the United States vary greatly in organization, size, and characteristics. They 
may be independent governmental units or agencies of a state, county, municipality, township, or a group 
of school district governments. The responsibility for providing education through grade 12 rests solely 
with school districts that are independent governmental units in 30 states. All public schools in Alaska, 
Hawaii, Maryland, North Carolina, Virginia, and the District of Columbia are dependent school districts 
administered by systems that are agencies of county or city governments, or of the state. In the remaining 
15 states, the public elementary and secondary schools are operated in some areas by independent school 
district governments and in other areas by some other type of government./ 

A school district may operate a school system for all or for some of its children, or may pay other 
school districts for these services. These basic local units range from one-school rural systems to large 
metropolitan systems serving many thousands. 

The recorded number of basic administrative units has steadily declined from 127,531 in 1931-32 to 
16,370 in 1976-77. This continuous decline primarily reflects school district consolidation and reorganiza- 
tion. Despite this trend, four states (California, Illinois, Nebraska, and Texas) still have over 1,000 districts. 
The 1976-77 total represents an 87.2 percent decrease from the 1931-32 figure, a 30.0 percent decrease in 
the 10-year period since 1966-67 and a 0.6 percent decrease from the preceding year.

Of the 16,370 basic administrative units estimated for 1976-77, 16,067 (98.1 percent) are operating 
school districts; 303 do not operate any school facility but transfer their pupils to other districts on a 
tuition basis. (See Table 1.) The comparison below by regional distribution of operating school districts and 
pupil enrollments in the fall of 1976 gives some indication of the variation in sizes of school districts.

PUPILS 


Sehool-age population (5 to 17 years), enrollments, average daily membership, and average daily 
attendance are basic to the measurement of the size and cost of the public schools. Estimates of state 
school-age population and fall enrollments are shown in Table 2 for 1975-76 and 1976-77. The figures for 
the 50 states and the District of Columbia on average daily membership, average daily attendance, and the 
number of high school graduates are shown in Table 3 for 1975-76 and in Table 4 for 1976-77. 


Population 5-17 Years of Age 

The population 5-17 years of age is the age group that is most significant for predicting the elemen- 
tary- and secondary-school enrollments. According to the Decennial Census the resident s hool-age popula- 
tion of the United States, including Alaska and Hawaii, increased from 43,881,000 on April 1, 1960, to 
52,526,152 on April 1, 1970, an increase of 19.7 percent. The total population of the United States, 
excluding the Armed Forces overseas, increased from 179,323,000 to 203,235,298 over the same period, an 
increase of 13.3 percent. The school-age population was 24.5 percent of the total population in 1960 and 
had increased to 25.8 percent of the total population by 1970. The estimated age group (5-17) was 
52,544,000 as of July 1, 1970, and decreased 4.8 percent to an estimated 50,048,000 as of July 1, 1976. 
The decline in the nation’s birth rate has resulted in a continuous drop in school-age population since 1971. 
The estimated school-age population on July 1, 1976, accounted for 23.3 percent of the total resident 
population of 214,649,000. The 10-year trend in school-age population compared with fall enrollment is 
given in the next section. 


Public-School Enrollment: Fall

Average Daily Membership 

Pupils are members of a school from the date they are placed on the current roll until they leave 
permanently. Membership is the total number of pupils belonging, the sum of those present and those 
absent. Average daily membership for the school year is an average obtained by dividing the aggregate days 
of membership by the number of days in which schools were in session. 

The USOE in State Education Records and Reports Series: Handbook II recommends average daily 
membership as the best measure of pupil load and for computing per pupil expenditures. However, this unit 
of measure is not uniformly used throughout the country. 

Column 2 of Tables 3 and 4 gives the estimated ADM for 1975-76 and for 1976-77 for the states 
reporting and an estimated total for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. In 1975-76 the estimated 
ADM total was 44,018,375; in 1976-77, 43,634,577, which represents a decrease of 0.9 percent. 

The 10-year trend in average daily membership shows an increase of 2.3 percent since 1966-67. The 
estimated average daily membership since 1966-67 is shown below as a combination of figures of USOE and 
NEA Research (NEA Research estimates are starred):

Column 6 of Tables 3 and 4 shows that average daily attendance was 93.7 percent of average daily 
membership in 1975-76 and 93.6 percent in 1976-77 for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. The dif- 
ference between 100 percent and the percents shown in this column is an indication of average daily absence.

INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, guidance and 

psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the series on the total instruc- 

tional staff is more reliable than the series on the staff components because of the differences among states 

in the classifications of positions within the instructional staff and shifts in these classifications over the 

years. 

Total Instructional Staff | 
The total instructional staff in 1976-77 is estimated at 2,470,605. This is a decrease of 0.1 percent 

over the revised estimate of 2,472,087 staff members in 1975-76. NEA Research estimates of the numbers 

of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other instructional staff are shown below for the two 


years.

Since 1966-67 the instructional staff has increased 24.7 percent, an average annual rate of 2.3 percent. 
Since the fall of 1971, USOE has tabulated data for instructional staff in terms of full-time plus the 
estimated full-time equivalent of part-time (FTE). The trend in the total instructional staff since 1966-67 is 
shown below as a combination of the figures of USOE and NEA Research estimates (starred):

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 1,167,008 in 1976-77, a loss of 0.2 percent over the 
revised estimate of 1,169,243 for 1975-76. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff has increased 
15.9 percent since 1966-67. 

By 1976-77 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 1,020,051, a gain of 0.1 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,018,586 for 1975-76. Over the years since 1966-67 the number of 
secondary-school teachers has increased 30.7 percent. 

For 1976-77 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 2,187,059, a loss of 770 teachers 
over the revised estimate of 2,187,829 for 1975-76. Since 1966-67 the total classroom teaching staff has 
increased 22.4 percent.

Instructional Staff Salaries 

The estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1976-77 is $13,830 (Table 7). The 
revised estimate for 1975-76 is $13,094 (Table 7). The gain of $736 represents an increase of 5.6 percent. 

These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff—classroom teachers, principals, super- 
visors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national average, each state average is 
weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state. 

The trend in average salaries is shown below as a combination of USOE figures and estimates of NEA

The average annual salary of the instructional staff has steadily increased from 1966-67 to 1976-77 at 
an annual rate of 6.9 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 1976-77 is 
estimated at $13,830, an increase of $6,701, or 94.0 percent, over the average salary of $7,129 in 1966-67. 
In terms of the constant 1967-68 dollar, the average salary advanced from $7,193 in 1966-67 to $8,454 in 
1976-77. (The Consumer Price Index for the 1966-67 school year equaled 99.1 and stood at 172.6 for 
September 1976.) Insofar as the CPI is an accurate measure of the increases in the cost of living, the real 
gain in the purchasing power of average salaries amounted to 17.5 percent in the 10 years since 1966-67. 

Differences among the states in average salaries are great. Estimated average salaries paid to instruc- 
tional staff by state in 1976-77 vary from a low of $9,741 to a high of $22,574. Salaries of instructional 
staff for the 50 states are distributed as follows:

In 1976-77 the salary in the state with the highest average annual salary of instructional staff is over 
twice as high as the state with the lowest salary. In 1966-67, the ratio between the highest and the lowest 
average state salaries was about 2 to 1. The dollar gap has grown from $4,685 to $12,833. 

Classroom Teachers’ Salaries 

For 1975-76 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $12,600, or 96.2 
percent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary of elemen- 
tary-school teachers in 1975-76 was $12,301; of secondary-school teachers, $12,950. 

For 1976-77 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $13,297, or 96.1 percent of the 
figure for the entire instructional staff, a gain of 5.5 percent over 1975-76. The estimated average salary of 
elementary-school teachers is $12,993; of secondary-school teachers, $13,662. 

The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school teachers; 
however, over the past years the difference has decreased. In 1966-67 the av erage annual salary of elemen- 
tary-school teachers was 93.1 percent of the corresponding figure for secondary-school teachers. By 
1976-77 the average salary of elementary-school teachers increased to 95.1 percent of the salary estimated 
for secondary-school teachers. The decrease in the difference may be the result of several factors: increased 


preparation of elementary-school teachers, improved status of the position of elementary-school teachers, 
and retired higher salaried teachers replaced by beginning teachers.

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REVENUE AND NONREVENUE RECEIPTS 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public schools are estimated at $77,385,034,000 for 
1976-77. This is an increase of 6.5 percent over the revised estimated total receipts of $72,672,838,000 for 
1975-76. 

All receipts that become available during the school year are reported. Receipts that are used for 
payment of principal and interest on long-term debt and nonrevenue recipts that are used largely for capital 
outlay expenditures are included. The figures on expenditures, however, include capital outlay but not 
payments on principal. Chiefly for this reason, the total receipts will generally be in excess of the total 


expenditures, 


Revenue Receipts 

This series includes revenue receipts available for expenditures for current expenses (including non-day 
school programs operated by the public schools), capital outlay, and debt service for public schools. 
Included as revenue receipts are all appropriations from general funds of federal, state, county, and local 
governments; receipts from taxes levied for school purposes; income from permanent school funds and 
endowments; income from leases of school lands; and miscellaneous sources in the form of interest on bank 
deposits, tuition, gifts, etc. 

For 1976-77, revenue receipts are estimated at $73,882,867,000, an increase of 7.0 percent over the 
revised estimated of $69,061,966,000 for 1975-76. Estimates of federal revenues present special problems 
because it is difficult for some states to estimate the imputed value of surplus commodities distributed for 
school food programs. In addition, the flow of federal revenues to the schools is not as predictable as 
funding from state and local governments. Many states had not made final allotments to school systems 
from their share of federal revenue sharing by the close of the 1976 calendar year. 

From 1966-67 through 1976-77 school revenue receipts increased 183.9 percent at an average annual 
rate of 11.3 percent for the decade. Below are shown the revenue receipts since 1966-67 as reported by 
USOE and NEA Research (NEA Research estimates are starred):

State-by-state figures оп the sources of school revenue аге given in Tables 8 and 9, columns 2-4 and 
6-8, for the years 1975-76 and 1976-77, respectively. These figures show an expected $239,677,000 
increase in federal revenues, an expected increase of $2,433,204,000 in state revenues, and an expected 
increase of $2,148,020,000 in local rev enues, for a total increase of $4.8 billion in revenue receipts for the 


year. 
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The following figures show the amounts and percents of revenue rece ipts from federal, state, and local 
sources for the years 1966-67 through 1976-77 as reported by USOE and NEA Research. Although new 
and expanded federal programs doubled the federal revenues in 1965-66, they are still a relatively minor 
source of funds. From 1966-67 to 1971-72 the percentage of state receipts has fluctuated within the 
narrow range of 38.3 and 40.0 percent, reaching a new high of 43.3 percent in 1976-77. NEA Research

Nonrevenue Receipts 
Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of property pur- 
chased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue rece ipts for 1976-77 were estimated 


at $3,502,167, a loss of 3.0 percent over the revised estimate of $3,610,872 for 1975-76. This loss is 
attributable to the increasing number of defeats for school levies. Total nonrevenue receipts are shown in a 
combination of figures from USOE and NEA Research estimates (starred):

EXPENDITURES 


The total expenditures of the public schools, including current expense, capital outlay, and interest, 
increased from $69,173,114,000 in 1975-76 to an estimated $74,075,722,000 in 1976-77. The increase of 
$4.9 billion includes expected expenditures from federal appropriations, rising state appropriations, and 
increasing local tax revenues. Increased expenditures are estimated for all major categories of expenditure, 
i. e., current expenditures for elementary and secondary day schools, current expenditures for other pro- 


grams (community services, community colleges, adult education, etc., when operated by local school 
districts), capital outlay, and interest on school debt. Repayment of principal on bonded indebtedness is 


not included. 


Total Expenditures 

The total amount to be spent during 1976-77 for current expenses, capital outlay, and interest on 
school debt represents a 7.1 increase over comparable expenditures estimated for 1975-76 and a 161.3 
percent increase over 1966-67.

Current Expenditures 


Current expenditures of elementary and secondary day schools include amounts paid for general 
control, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services at all levels 
of administration—state, intermediate, and basic local. Current expenditures comprise all governmental 
contributions to the retirement fund and expenditure for school services, including attendance, health 
services, transportation, the net cost of food services, and other school services. This figure does not include 
payments for capital outlay and interest on school debt or, except when otherwise noted, amounts spent 
for community colleges, adult education, summer school, community services, and services to nonpublic- 
school pupils. 

The estimated current expenditures increased from $59,396,871,000 in 1975-76 to $63,865,988 ,000 
in 1976-77. The following figures show the increases in current expenditures as reported by USOE and 
NEA Research (NEA Research estimates are starred):

Current expenditure per pupil in ADA increased from $573 in 1966-67 to an estimated $1,564 in 
1976-77, a rise of 172.9 percent. Variations among the states in expenditures per pupil are great. Estimated 
expenditure per pupil in ADA for 1976-77 varies from a low of $1,095 to a high of $2,938. Expenditures 
per pupil in ADA in the 50 states and the District of Columbia are distributed as follows:

Current Expenditure per Pupil in ADM 

Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA for use in comput- 
ing per pupil expenditure. It represents an average of the pupils belonging—those attending (ADA) plus 
those absent—and provides a measure of the actual number of pupils for whom the expenditures were 
made. Because some states have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures on expenditures per 
pupil in ADM are incomplete. 

Column 4 of Tables 11 and 12 gives the expenditure per pupil in ADM for 1975-76 (revised) and for 
1976-77 for each of the states and the District of Columbia reporting average daily membership. From this 
incomplete return, NEA Research has estimated that for the 50 states and the District of Columbia the 
expenditure per pupil in ADM is $1,349 for 1975-76 and $1,464 for 1976-77, or about 94 percent of the 
expenditure per pupil in ADA for each of these years.

Current Expenditures for Other Programs 
Current expenditures for programs other than elementary and secondary day school programs include 
expenditures for summer schools, community colleges, and adult education, and for community services 
(public libraries, community centers, recreational programs, etc.) when operated by local school districts. 
Current expenditures for other programs amounted to $1,788,295 in 1975-76 and to $1,994,033 in 
1976-77, an increase of 11.5 percent. This increase reflects the addition of community college programs in 
some states, increased funds for vocational and adult education, etc. 


Capital Outlay 


Capital outlay was estimated at $5,943,142,000 for 1975-76 and at $6,067,122,000 for 1976-77. The 
trend is given below by combining USOE figures and NEA Research estimates (starred):

The estimates are statistical predictions for the full school year, not indications of the situation as of any 
single date, with the exception of fall enrollment data. 


The definitions and instructions given here are consistent with the figures for the full school year published 
by the U.S. Office of Education in Statistics of State School Systems and with the Handbook Series of the 
U.S. Office of Education. See Financial Accounting Classifications and Standard Terminology for Local 
and State School Systems, Handbook II, Revised, OE 73-11800, for additional definitions. 


1. Please read the definitions and instructions for each table. 

2. The revised estimates for your state for 1973-74 and 1974-75 (to be forwarded in September) are 
given for your use in checking the estimates for 1975-76 and 1976-77. 

3. Check each estimate for 1975-76 and 1976-77. 

4. Write OK below our figures if, to the best of your knowledge, our estimate is reasonably accurate. 

5. If you can improve the estimates, cross out our figures and write your own below them. 

6. Ifa figure for your state is missing from our estimates, try to supply it by making the best estimate 
that you can. 

7. Include any information necessary for the proper interpretation of the figures given. List any 
major deviation from the definitions and instructions given and so mark the figures. Comments 
can be made on the back of the tables with reference to table and column number. 

8. Please return one corrected copy of the tables to the NEA Research; retain the other for your 


files. 


TABLE 1.-NUMBER OF LOCAL BASIC ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS 


A basic administrative unit is an individual school district, ranging from a one-teacher district to a larger 
metropolitan center, which exists primarily to operate schools or to contract for such services. Include 
counties only when they are the basic operating units. 


TABLE 2.-ENROLLMENT, MEMBERSHIP, AND ATTENDANCE IN PUBLIC ELEMENTARY AND 
SECONDARY DAY SCHOOLS AND PUBLIC HIGH-SCHOOL GRADUATES 


Fall enrollment is the count of the pupils registered in the fall of the school year on or about October 
1. Include nursery and kindergarten in elementary-school enrollment. Include junior high schools and 
vocational or trade high schools in secondary-school enrollment. Omit junior colleges. 

Indicate the number of nursery-school children included in column 9. List any major deviation from 
the definitions and instructions given. 

Average daily membership is an average of pupils belonging, i.e., those present plus those absent when 


schools were actually in session. 

Average daily attendance is an average of pupils attending when schools were actually in session. 

A high-school graduate is a person who receives formal recognition from the school authorities for 
completing the prescribed high-school courses. Do not count those granted high-school equivalency certifi- 
cates as graduates. ; 


TABLE 3.—INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF IN PUBLIC ELEMENTARY 
AND SECONDARY DAY SCHOOLS 


Instructional staff should be reported in terms of number of positions rather than number of different 
individuals occupying these positions during the school year. Include all public elementary and secondary 
(junior and senior high) day school positions (or full-time equivalents) which are in the nature of teaching 
or the improvement of the teaching-learning situation. Include consultants or supervisors of instruction, 
principals, teacher librarians, guidance and psychological personnel, and other instructional staff. Column 
8 contains the total of classroom teachers. Column 10 contains principals and supervisors. Column 9 
contains the total of librarians, guidance and psychological personnel, and other instructional staff. Column 
11 is the sum of columns 8, 9, and 10. Omit attendance personnel, health services personnel, and clerical 


personnel. Omit junior-college staff. 


TABLE 4.—AVERAGE ANNUAL SALARIES OF INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF AND CLASSROOM 
TEACHERS IN PUBLIC ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY DAY SCHOOLS 


Salaries reported should be arithmetic means. Average salary of instructional staff should be the mean 
average of the annual salaries of all classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other instructional person- 
nel reported in column 11 of Table 3. Salaries reported in columns 3, 4 and 5 should be the arithmetic 
means of the annual salaries of the classroom teachers reported in columns 4, 7, and 8 of Table 3. If your 
salary data are reported as median averages rather than mean averages, please so indicate. 


TABLE 5.—REVENUE AND NONREVENUE RECEIPTS (IN THOUSANDS)—PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Revenue receipts: Columns 2 through 5 should include revenue receipts available for expenditures for 
current operating expenses, capital outlay, and debt service (repayment of principal and interest) for public 
schools, for services to nonpublic-school pupils and for the operation of non-day school programs, i.e., 
community colleges, adult education summer school, etc. if operated by the local school district. Include as 
revenue receipts all appropriations from general funds of federal, state, county, and local governments, 
receipts from taxes levied for school purposes, income from permanent school funds and endowments, in- 
come from leases of school lands, interest on bank deposits, tuition, gifts, etc. Amounts which increase the 
school indebtedness or which present exchanges of school property for money should be recorded in 
column 6 as nonrevenue receipts. 

Column 2: Revenue receipts from federal sources should include money distributed by the federal 
government, including funds from General Revenue Sharing, either directly to local school districts or 
through the state and county. If the value of surplus commodities for the school lunch program is included 
in federal revenue, please indicate by a note to column 2. 

Column 3: Revenue receipts from state sources should include all funds for the operation of the state 
department of education in behalf of elementary and secondary schools, for state (employer) contributions 
to retirement systems and/or social security on behalf of public-school employees, for grants-in-aid to 
intermediate and local school districts for school purposes (including funds available from state bond issues 
for such grants and cost of textbooks, buses, supplies, etc., purchased by the state for distribution to local 
school districts, and all other state revenue for public-school purposes). Do not include money collected by 
the state as an agent of a lesser unit and turned over in like amounts to that unit; such revenue should be 
recorded in column 4. 


NOTE: The state share of General Revenue Sharing going to elementary and secondary education should 


be reported as federal revenue. 


Column 4: Include all revenue receipts for public-school purposes from local, intermediate, and other 
sources not included in columns 2 and 3. Include funds for direct expenditure by the intermediate districts: 
for school services, for the operation of intermediate departments of education, for employer contributions 
to retirement systems and/or social security, for the purchase of materials for distribution to local districts, 
etc. Include net receipts from revolving funds for clearing accounts only when such funds are available for 
general expenditure by the local board of education. Also include gifts, and tuition and transportation fees 
received from patrons. 

Column 5: Total revenue receipts is the sum of columns 2, 3, and 4. 

Nonrevenue receipts: Column 6. Nonrevenue receipts should include all money received from loans, 
sale of bonds, sale of property purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. 

Total receipts: Column 7. Total receipts should be the sum of columns 5 and 6. Note that this sum 
should reflect receipts for all purposes, including amounts used for repayment of principal and interest on 
bonded indebtedness, for community colleges, adult education, etc., and for nonpublic school programs 
operated by local school districts in addition to the regular K-12 program. 


TABLE 6.—EXPENDITURES FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Column 2 should include as current expense amounts spent at all levels of administration—state, 
intermediate, and basic local—for public elementary and secondary day schools for administration, instruc- 
tional services, plant operation and maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services (attendance, 
health services, transportation, food services, etc.). Include cost of operating the state department of 
education and the intermediate (county) departments of education, employers’ (state, intermediate, and 
local) contributions to retirement systems and/or social security on behalf of public-school employees; 
and federal, state, and local funds expended to cover deficit (gross expenditure less sales) of school lunch 
and milk programs. 

Column 3 is obtained by dividing column 2 of Table 6 by column 9 of Table 2. 

Column 4 should include current expenses for summer schools, community colleges, adult education, 
post-high-school vocational education, manpower retraining, and community services services to private- 
school pupils and payments to private schools or private-school pupils, community centers, recreational 
activities, and public libraries, etc. when operated by local school districts and not part of the regular 
public elementary and secondary day school program. 

Column 5 should include as capital outlay, expenditures for site and site improvements, new buildings, 
addition to or improvement of existing buildings, and initial or additional furniture, equipment, and 
publicly owned vehicles. Do not include expenditures for capital outlays by nonschool agencies such as 
state and local school building authorities. If such agencies operate in your state, indicate and, if possible, 
give the expenditure by these agencies for capital outlay in 1975-76 and 1976-77. 

Column 6 should include interest on bonds (including interest on bonds issued by state and intermedi- 
ate units to provide money granted to local school districts), interest on long-term loans and on short-term 
loans, and interest paid to school building authorities or similar agencies. 

Column 7 is the sum of columns 2, 4, 5, and 6. Do not include payments of principal for debt retire- 
ment. Total receipts in Table 5 will exceed total expenditures in Table 6 by the amount of receipts used 
for payments of principal, adjusted for differences between balances at beginning and end of the year. 
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
